1 . My name is Curtis B. Hamre, and I am attorney of record of the above-noted 
patent application.

3. I am aware of the facts of the abandonment of this application as indicated in the 
"Petition for Revival of an Application for Patent Abandoned Unintentionally Under 37 C.F.R. §
